VE TESTING REPORT FROM SEASIDE-ARRL NORTHWESTERN DIVISION CONVENTION 


June 3, 1985 
Dear Al, 


The convention is over for another year! From the comments heard it sounds 
like it was the best ever. We tested about ninety people in the church across from 
the convention center. The examiners started arriving at 8:00 AM and had emptied 
the building by 5:00 PM. There were still people from the morning session when 
others (walk-ins) started arriving for the afternoon session. Some of the people 
examined were for multiple elements so with the number of examinations given, it 
kept the VE teams fairly hopping. The success rate was pretty good. The most 
impressive was element 4A (the ADVANCED test). Fifteen people took it and thir- 
teen passed for an 87% pass rate. The worst was element 18 (13 wpm code test). 
Thirty-two people took it and ten passed for a 31% pass rate. 73% passed the 
20 wpm code test (of those that took it). 57% passed element 3 (Tech / General 
written) and 50% passed element 48 (Extra Class written). 

The sessions went quite well. We ran 3 teams in the morning and 3 teams in the 
afternoon with many examiners serving in both sessions. The following amateurs 
served their fellow amateurs by. conducting the sessions; K7IF, KV7Y, KZ7I, NA7T, 
N7BI3, N700C, K7DYG, WB7UFI, KX7W, KO7B, NB7X, K70YM, KX7T, NE7S, N7DCQ, AF7S, 
WB7CHK, W7AXI, W7I01, W7LIN, W7LRB, and KA7HIT. 

Occasionally we have someone to take a test that is unhappy with the way things 
are rune I'm sure it is primarily due to ‘not understanding the horrendous amount 
of paperwork, checking, rechecking, re-rechecking etc. The examiners for the 
most part have smoothed out the procedure to minimize the waiting time involved 
but there will always be some. The examiners have done yeoman service in the 
new VE program. The examiners for the two sessions came from eight different 
amateur radio clubs and pitched in with a spirit of cooperation to make a difficult 
task not so difficult. These examiners represent a combined effort from Clark Co. 
ARC, Salem ARC, McMinnville ARC, OTVARC, Hoodview ARC, Clackamas County ARC, ARRG, 
and Portland ARC. The amateur radio community can.be pleased that the new program 
has worked so well, It has been a pleasure for me to work with this fine team of 
people. 

By the way, Al, I helped with a testing session sponsored by the Clark County 
ARC before the convention. You will be interested to know those people really 
know how to give a radio examination. There was the usual stuff for taking the 
tests but they had a real bonus. Kit, N7EQD (XYL of KV7Y, Tom) had hot coffee and 
a continuous supply of "fresh" doughnuts. When the supply on ‘the plate started 
to dwindle, she cooked another batch. There went my diet. They had a nice 
‘turnout for that one and if that sort of thing keeps up we may have a lot of 
examinees going over to Vancouver. Hil!

Youth Group Joins Ham-in-Space Mission 


President Reagan may play a role in 
this summer's Ham-in-Space project, thanks 
to a new relationship between the Young 
Astronaut Program (YAP) and the ARRL. YAP 
is part. of the White House Office of 
Private Sector Initiatives. The director, 
Or. Kerry Joels, is accepting an 
invitation to pair chapters of young 
people enrolled in YAP with local ham 
clubs, to respond to astronaut Tony 
England's goal of talking to the nation's 
youth. 

YAP is said to consist of at least 
50,000 school children enrolled in some 
2,000 chapters nationwide. Or. Joels 
indicates close ties with the League will 
bring Amateur Radio into his group's focus 
on space-oriented experimentation. Joels 
recently met with League Development 
Manager Bill Lazzaro, N@CF, and League PIO 
Paul Courson, WASVJB to map out a strategy 
to expand public awareness of Amateur 
Radio. 

The strategy includes methods to 
substantially increase private sector 
support for the Amateur Space Program. 
Joels said he has found strong corporate

enthusiasm for a proposed geostationary 
amateur satellite, to be used primarily by 
pairs of local YAP chapters and local ham 
clubs! The million dollar price of such a 
project could be entirely underwritten by 
a corporation! 

The most immediate impact of YAP's 
decision to work with the League on an 
ongoing basis will be this summer's space 
shuttle Challenger flight 51-F. With 
YAP's list of local chapters, it becomes 
easy for the League to match responding 
groups to local ham clubs. The groups 
then would be given preferred uplink 
frequencies given only to qualified 
pairings. This saves the local ham clubs 
the trouble of seeking out an interested 
group of young people to take part. 

YAP has a tremendous capacity to 
generate publicity for its own projects as 
well as joint projects involving Amateur 
Radio. For future shuttle missions, YAP 


is agreeing to help publicize NASA/ham ~) 


club frequencies where shuttle 
communications are being re-transmitted. 
This will undoubtedly bring in SWL and 
scanner enthusiasts in addition to young 
people involved with the Young Astronaut

‘ECC ALLOWS WAIVERS OF 30-DAY RULE 


The FCC's Gettysburg licensing facility’ 


has advised us that VEC's can now approve 
waivers of the so called "30 day rule." Prev- 
ious FCC policy held that test applicants fail- 
ing examination elements could not be exam- 
ined for the same or higher elements within 
30 days of the date the exam element was 
failed. 


This policy was in effect to relieve 
(al FCC field offices of the administrative 
and financial burden of testing applicants 
more often. Since all amateur radio operator 
examinations are now handled by volunteers, 
the FCC is allowing VECs to approve waivers 
for "any good reason." 


Larry Weikert, Chief of the Gettys- 
burg's General Radio Branch, told us last 
week that a VEC can indeed approve a waiver 
of the 30 day rule for “any good reason." VE's 
are instructed to attach a letter to the appli- 
cation (FCC Form 610) from the appliéant: 
stating their reason why the 30 day rule 
should be waived. The VEC will forward this 
letter along with the application to the FCC's 
Gettysburg licensing facility for license issu 
ance. 


I asked Weikert if a suitable reason 
might be that amateur radio operator tests 
were available in an area in less than the 
required 30 days... for example 25 days.: He 
said that this was acceptable.

ORANGE COUNTY HAMS WIN 
EXEMPTION FROM $1200 TOWER FEE 

In a dramatic turnaround, the Orange 
County, California, Board of Supervisors 
has exempted licensed radio amateurs from 
a new antenna ordinance that requires a 
costly "use permit" for any antenna more 
than 45 feet high in many residential 
areas of the county. The new antenna 
ordinance now applies to amateurs only 
when their antennas exceed 70 feet in 
height. 

Under the new ordinance, anyone 
except a licensed amateur must pay fees of 
up to $1200 for permission to put up any 
antenna that is more than 10 feet above 
the height limit for buildings (35 feet in 
most residential areas). The original 
ordinance contained no exemption for 
amateurs. When Orange County amateurs 
became aware of the ordinance, they were 
quick to act. Frank McGill, the county 
planner who drafted the original 
ordinance, listened to the amateurs’ 
concerns and agreed to draft an amended 
version of the ordinance that would al low 
amateurs to put up antennas as high as 70 
feet without going through the "use 
permit" process. 

With about 50 amateurs present, the 
Planning Commission approved the amended 
version of the ordinance on April 29, and 
the entire package of zoning code 
amendments (including the modified antenna 
ordinance) was approved by the county 
Board of Supervisors on May 8. 

Perhaps a key factor in county 
officials' willingness to amend the 
antenna ordinance was the fact that no one 
appeared at either meeting to speak 
against the 70-foot provision for licensed 
amateurs. The local amateurs, on the 
other hand, conducted an extensive 
campaign to educate county officials about 
Amateur Radio. (Tnx N6NB) The ARRL Letter

MODIFICATIONS 


For those amateurs that own one of the FT-101 series of transceivers (up to the 
EE series) and have found it hard to purchase the Japanese finals recommended in 
the service manual, don't despair, the following modification and associated 
adjustments will allow use of U. S. made final tubes. No change is necessary to 
the driver tube. The following modification is taken from FT101 series 
neutralization circuit update CA:205A by the Yaesu Electronics Corporation. 


1. Disconnect the transceiver from its power source, and connect the unit toa 
50 chm dummy load. Remove the top case cover, and then remove the top 
cover of the final compartment. Discharge any high voltage by shorting 
across the plates of the tubes to ground. 


Remove the present 100 pf 1KV mica capacitor at C125,. and replace it with a 
5 pf 1KV ceramic capacitor. Reinstall the top cover of the final 


compartment. 


Reconnect the transceiver to its power source. Set the bandswitch to 10B 
(29.0 MHz), and turn on the power. Set the mode switch to USB, and the 
PO/IC/ALC switch to IC. 


With the mic gain pot fully counterclockwise, key up the transceiver to 
check bias. If necessary, adjust VR1 on the Regulator/Calibrator Unit for 
a reading of 60ma while the unit is keyed. 


Now set the mode switch to TUNE. Set the preselector to 10 meters, and the 
carrier control at "6". Set the plate and loading controls for a nominal 
output, then adjust 1C27 (neutralization capacitor) for maximm power 
output (peak) at minimum current (dip). 


Reinstall the top case cover: and modification is now complete. ANCHORAGE ARC
